Flood Board Schedules Public Meetings 

on Draft Flood Protection Plan 
 

 

SACRAMENTO -- The Central Valley Flood Protection Board is holding public 

meetings in Sacramento this month and next on a draft, valley-wide flood protection 
plan. 
 

The meetings -- scheduled for March 22-23 and April 5-11 -- are steps in the 
Board's review of the flood plan submitted to it on December 30 by the Department 
of Water Resources (DWR). Under the Central Valley Flood Protection Act of 2008, 

the Board is scheduled to adopt the plan by July 1.

On March 22, DWR will brief the Board on technical attachments supporting the 
draft flood plan. The meeting will be from 1-5 p.m. in the EDD Building, 722 Capitol 

Mall, ground floor auditorium. The briefing will be available for viewing on the 
Board's website at http://www.cvfpb.ca.gov/ by early afternoon the next day. 
 

On March 23, DWR will detail the recently-released draft Program Environmental 
Impact Report (DPEIR) for the plan. This meeting will be from 1-4 p.m. in the 
Resources Building Auditorium, 1416 Ninth Street.
